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ISRAEL'S FOOD PALESTINE PEACE TALKS OPEN 


SHORTAGE 


Statement in 


Knesset

JERUSALEM 

The view that Israel would eventu- 
ally produce sufficient foods for its 
needs was expressed in the Knesset on 
Sunday by Mr. P, Lavon, the Minister 
of Agriculture. 

Reviewing the country’s food situation. 
Mr. Lavon said it was most important 
that minimum food rations should be dis- 
tributed punctually, even if this meant 
sacrifices in other directions. 

Explaining the reasons for the present 
food shortage, the Minister said that 
vegetables—30 per cent of Israel's agri- 
cultural produce—had been sericasly 
affected by last winter's drought as some 
50 per cent were grown without irrigation. 
Much foreign currency—£3,000,000—had 
been spent on fodder and livestock, yet 
this had provided only 80 per cent of 
Israel's requirements. 


New Irrigation Scheme 


The lack of. steel pipes, he said, had 
reduced the four-year agricultural plan to 
a * dead letter.” Foreign currency diffi- 
culties had, in the first seven months of 
this year, reduced the proposed alloca- 
tion for the purchase of foodstuffs. The 
management of food supplies, he added, 
had become not a science but an art. 

The new immigrants who had replaced 
the 100,000 Arab agricultural workers 
who had left the country had much to 
learn, the Minister continucd. Last year, 
1,200,000 dunams were under cultivation 
without irrigation. This year, the area 
under cultivation had been increased to 
1,600,000 dunams. In the Negev, 540.000 
dunams had been ploughed and would be 
sown this year. An additional 100,000 

be ploughed later this 
month. 


By next year, said Mr. Lavon, 3,500,000 
dunams would be ready for sowing, and 
fertilisers had already been prepared. If 
there was no drought, there would be 
feeding-stuffs for 2,500,000 poultry. A new 
irrigation scheme was being implemented 
to overcome the shortage of steel pipes. 

When the food situation was debated 
in the Knesset on Tuesday, Mr. Lavon 
estimated that 10 to 20 per cent of all 
food supplies were being diverted into the 
black market. He urged increased police 
activity and public co-operation, but con- 
ceded that the best remedy was the estab- 
lishment of a reasonable minimum ration 
which should always be available on time. 

He said that 120,000 food parcels were 
received in Israel monthly, but he had 
heard no complaints that pilfering had 


delayed distribution. 


MAPAM REFUSES TO JOIN 
COALITION

JERUSALEM 

Mr. Ben-Gurion said, in the Knesset 
on Tuesday, that he hoped within a few 
days to announce his ability or inability 
to form a new Government. He reiterated 
emphatically bis desire for the broadest 
possible Coalition. 

Some observers regarded the Premier's 
statement as intended to drive a further 
wedgc between the pro-Coalition and 
anti-Coalition wings of Mapam; but 
while Mr. Ben-Gurion would certainly 
relish such a split there can be no reason- 
able doubt of his sincere desire for as 
many partners as possible in the Govern- 
ment at a time when to govern is to 
court unpopularity, and when 
country’s best hope of saving itself from 
a desperate economic crisis lies 
national unity. , 

It is thought unlikely, however, that 
Mr. Ben-Gurion will now be able to per- 
suade Mapam to enter the Government. 
At a meeting of the party’s Executive this 
week it was decided by 240 votes to 
three, with 160 abstentions, to break off 


discussions with the Mapai leaders. 


While Mr. Ben-Gurion is not anxious 
to form a Coalition with the General 
Zionists if Mapam refuses to take part, 

has continued his talks with the 
General Zionists. Simultaneously, a 
joint Mapai-Hapoel Hamizrachi com- 
mittee has been meeting to hammer out 


differences between the two parties.

On his arrival in the United States, 
Mr. Herbert Morrison, the British Forcign 
Secretary, said in a broadcast that it was 
too soon to say what steps should be 
taken to enforce the Suez resolution. He 
expressed the hope, however, that Egypt 
would comply with the Security Council's 
demand. 


PENSIONS OF EMIGRANTS 
FROM GERMANY 


Transfer on Limited Scale 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


It has been announced by the British 
Treasury that the Federal German 
Government has now agreed to allow the 
transfer of pensions on a limited scale to 
persons, resident in Britain, who have 
pension rights originating in Germany, 
but who were excluded from the regulation 
for the release of blocked pension 
accounts, of February 26, 1951. 

The Treasury statement adds that “ the 

rsons hitherto excluded were mainly 

rman emigrants living in the United 
Kingdom and they now benefit by the 
new arrangement.” The transfer, it is 
learned, will be effected on all current 
which were due after June 1, 


of course, have not yet been made 
public, will be acceptable to both 
parties. They are not, it is stated, 
incompatible with the real needs of 
the parties nor with the basic prin- 
ciples they have asserted over the last 
three years. 


ARAB INTRANSIGENCE 


It is generally conceded that the Com- 
mission has a difficult task. The Arabs, 
their spokesman, Ahmed Chouk- 
airi y (Syria), have expressed their 
determination not to conclude a peace 
treaty with Israel nor to recognise the 
Jewish State’s existence. They also 
demand that the thorny problem of the 
Arabs refugees discussed quite 
separately from other outstanding issucs. 
and refuse to take part in direct talks 
with the Israeli representatives. 

Israel, on the other hand, maintains 
that a lasting solution to the various 
problems - outstanding can _ best 
evolved by free negotiations between the 
parties and not by a third party injecting 
ts own proposals which are liable to 
cause fresh contention. 

In a cable to the Commission accepting 
the invitation to the talks. Mr. oshe 
Sharett, the Israeli Foreign Minister, who 
arrived here t y en route to the United 
Siates—he is expected to have talks with 
Mr. Maurice Fischer, the Israeli Minister 
in Paris, who is leading the Israeli delega- 
tion to the conference, and with 
Eliahu Elath, the Israeli Minister in Lon- 
don—said that his Government had agreed 
to participate in the talks in accordance 
with its consistent policy of co-operating 
with the Commission, but he made it clear 
that Israel did not expect any startling 
results from the conference unless there 
was willingness on both sides to reach a 
settlement through direct negotiations. 


Israeli Proposals 
The Israeli Government, added Mr. 
Sharett, would fully reserve its position 


‘ with regard to the suggested procedure 


whereby the Commission will take the 
initiative in formulating its own proposals. 

Phe Israeli delegation, he said, would put 
forward its own proposals for a settie- 
ment of all outstanding matters between 
Isracl and the Arabs. 

Mr. Sharett told me on his arrival 
here that he was “ neither optimistic nor 


pessimistic". about the outcome of the 
conference. Israel, he said, came to the 
conference imbued with the sincere 
desire to co-operate with the United 


Nations. “My Government's view—onc 
that is strengthened by experience during 
the negotiations for an armistice—is that 
only direct talks with our Arab neigh- 
bours can produce results.” he added. 
This policy we are anxious to follow here 
in Paris.

NAZI LAWS IN 
AUSTRIA 


Abolition Urged 
By Allies

VIENNA 

The four-Power Allied Council for 
Austria has again asked the Austrian 
Government to abolish all legislation 
passed during the Nazi régime which 
is still in force. 

The surviving Nazi laws are concerned 
mainly with social and administrative 
matters. The Austrian Government has, 
in the past, failed to implement Allied 
directives that these laws be replaced. 

The decision to request the Austrian 
Government to take immediate action was 
agreed to unanimously at a meeting here, 
but a further proposal, made by the 
Soviet High Commissiéner, that all Nazi 
literature emanating from Western Ger- 
many which, he said, was flooding the 
Austrian market, be banned, was sup- 
ported only by the French High Commps- 
sioner. In the absence of the necessary 
unanimity, the proposal was dropped. 
The Soviet High © Commissioner 
announced, however, that all publications 
from Western Germany propagating Nazi 
or Pan-German ideas would be banned 
in the Soviet Zone. 

The Allied Council also decided to send 
a “ warning “ to the newspaper Die Neve 
Heimat, organ of the Volksdeutsche in 
Austria, for its neo-Nazi tendencies. 


ANTI-JEWISH PAMPHLETS 
IN ITALY

ROME 

Dr. Raffacle Cantoni, the President of 
the Union of Jewish Communities in 
Italy, has drawn the attention of the 
Itahan authorities to an antisemitic 
pamphiet entitled “On the Eve of the 
Catastrophe,” which is now being dis- 
tributed throughout Italy. The Minister 
of the Internor, Signor Scelba, has 
promised Dr. Cantom that he will give 
the matter his careful consideration. 

The pamphiet, a revised edition of a 
scurrilous leaflet published during the 
German occupation, defames the Jewish 
community in true Nazi fashion, Protests 
by the Rome Jewish community to the 
local police have had no effect since, 
under the Press Law introduced during 
the fascist régime—iit has not yet been

RELIGION AND SOCIETY 


Chief Rabbi’s Address 
to A.J.A. 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A rejoinder to those who attempted 
to divorce religion from the realm of 
social relationships was given by the 
Chief Rabbi, when he spoke on 
“Religion and Society,” at the first 
of a new series of Luncheon Club 
meetings held by the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, at Selby’s Restaurant. 
Hanover Street, W.1, on Tuesday. Mr. 
Julius Hart presided. 


Rabbi Brodie said that there were 
those who asserted that religion should 
not interfere in any way im the politica! 
and economic fields. But it was the 
departmentalising of the different expres- 
sions of man’s mind and activity which 
was one of the causes of the troubles 
of society al the present time. There 
was too much specialisation, too much 
concentration on a particular depari- 
ment to the exclusion of others. To 
those who claimed that religion had 
nothing to say in the realm of social 
relationships, in the problem of the indi- 
vidual and the community, the answer 
was that religion posited certain prin- 
ciples which derived their ultimate sanc- 
tion from a Divme source; principles 
which religion said could be worked out 
and applied in all aspects of human 
existence-—-in family relationships, in 
larger groups, in the State, and even in 
the international field. 


Maintaining Jewish Identity 


Therefore, to the criticism that religion 
should get on with its job, which was 
to make good Christians or, in their 
case, good Jews, and Confine itse'f to 
certain activities associated particularly 
or in the first instance with the syna- 
gogue or the church, with the teachings 
of the ritual and theological require- 
ments, the’ reply was that that was not 
the Jewish way of looking a things. 
When they in this country began to con- 
sider the problem of the need to main- 
tain their Jewish identity. the Chief 
Rabbi continued, they could find glorious 
justification by considering the spiritual 


teachings of Judaism cmbodied in ethical 
and social principles which they could 
apply to their daily, individual, and cor- 


He did not believe that they as a 
Jewish community could fulfil a mission 
im an immediate or direct way to their 
fellow-countrymen, he went on. They 
should not forge that this was a Chris- 
tan country, that the spirit of 
Christianity and the social teachings of 
Christianity, though they derived ulti- 
mately from the Prophets of Israel, were 
specifically Christian and were associated 
with the fundamental doctrine of the 
Christian faith, But when he considered 
how they could be effective as citizens. 
contributing to the welfare of their 
coumtry, he found that x was by their 
endeavour to apply to their lives the 
spiritual «eachings of Judaism. That 
was the best method of justifying them- 
selves, as well as their conscious attempts 
to preserve their Jewish identity. 


Survey of Anglo-Jewry 


Earlier, Rabbi Brodie had suggested 
that THe Jewrsn CHronicte might 
finance the compilation of a survey of 
English Jewry for the purpose of finding 
out how the community spent its time 
and leisure; what its atttude was to 
religion; and what effect living in this 
country and naturally and inevitably 
coming under the influence of all the 
movements, ideas, and activities therein 
had had on their Judaism in practice. 
Such a book, he said, could be 
great value to the country as a whole. 

Speaking on Israel, he said that he 
was convinced shat its Presidem and 
elected leaders were really ultimately 
aware that it was not to be like any 
ordmary State. It might have all the 
attributes of nationhood; yet it had not 
been established as an end in itse!f. but 
as @ means for the greater fulfilment in 
perhaps more natural conditions of the 
true mission of their people, which was 
to provide the patiern irue and sig- 
nificant living based on the recognition 
of the dynamic value of religion for the 
permanence and progress of human 
SOCICTY. 

The President of the A.J.A.. the Hon. 
Ewen Montagu. C.B.E.. K.cC.. 
moved a vole of thanks to the Chief 
Rabbi for his address.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE LESSON OF BONDAGE. 


But thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in Egypt, and the 
Lord thy God redeemed thee thence ; 
therefore | command thee to do this 
thing. (Deut. xxiv, 18) 


T is exceptional for the Bible to 
] give the reasons for the laws which 

God commanded Israel. The tew 
instances which occur are worthy of 
study, since it will be found that they 
teach general principles of great 
ethical importance. A good illustration 
is the verse quoted from the Sidra. 
It follows on a series of command- 
ments. of a remarkable character. 
For example, it was ordained that if 
a man became reduced in circum- 
stances and wished to borrow money, 
the lender must not take the man’s 
mill or upper millstone as a pledge, 
because, as the Torah states, were he 
to do so, “he taketh a man’s life to 
pledge.” 

Another enactment, which incul- 
cated the same spirit of consideration 
for others, forbade the lender to enter 
the borrower's house to receive the 
eg he must stand outside and 

ave it handed to him. In this way 
the dignity of the borrower and the 
privacy of his home were safeguarded. 


ROM their sufferings at the hands 
of callous taskmasters they were 
to learn a basic principle which they 
were to apply in their own conduct. 
They must avoid in their daily lives 
the inhumanity which had been their 


Jot in the land of bondage. 


There would . have been no 
cause for surprise if, after their 
redemption from slavery, the Israclites 
had become ingrained with a deep- 
rooted hatred for all who were not of 
their people. After they were settled 
in their own land, it would have been 
natural for them to have instituted 
laws which pressed heavily upon. the 
alien. In fact. not a trace of this 
bitterness is to be discovered in the 
precepts of the Torah. 

When one considers the circum- 
stances in which the Israelite legisla- 
tion was promulgated, a conspicuous 
mark of its divine origin is the strong 
insistence upon kindness towards, and 
fair treatment of, the “stranger.” To 
bar all discrimination between the 
native and the alien is the high-water 
mark of civilisation, 


HE most frequently repeated 

command in the Torah is the 
exhortation to love the stranger, not 
to exploit the weak, and to extend 
brotherly sympathy to all in distress. 
From their memories of barbarous 
treatment in Egypt they were not to 
derive (a thirst for revenge, not a 
longing to play the taskmaster over 
those weaker than themselves, but an 
cagerness to avoid inflicting upon 
others the pain and misery which they 
had had to endure. The remembrance 
of the years of bondage should linger 


with them, but for the beneficent 
purpose of “ knowing the soul of the 
Stranger” and acting accordingly. 
They had once been down-trodden, 
so they must have a with all 
who were in that plight. 

That is the doctrine of the Torah 
and one of its most glorious features. 
Its effect may be detected in the Jewish 
character, which is essentially kind 
and averse from cruelty. Not with- 
out good cause did the rabbis describe 
their coreligionists as rachamanim 
h'ne rachamanim, “ merciful, children 
of the merciful.” The long period 
of suffering and disability which the 
Jew endured has not made him bitf€r 
and callous. On the contrary, he is 
often unusually tender-hearted even 
towards those who do not belong to 
his community. 

Occasionally, in the past and 
present, we detect a departure from 
this fine standpoint. If there is any- 
body who knows how terrible a curse 
is the religious bigot, it is surely the 
Jew. Consequently, in the light of 
Bible teaching, the Jew should be the 
strongest advocate of liberty of con- 
science, of the right of the individual 
to adhere to his convictions and not 
suffer because of them, The ancient 
commandment to remember _ the 
slavery of Egypt has not lost its force 
with the passage of time ; it still needs 
to be heeded and practised.

Among. its 
30,000 volumes of Hebraic and Talmudic 
literature (recently recovered from Ger- 
many) over 1,000 volumes had not been 
listed m any of the American hbraries. 

Works recovered from Germany 
through the Jewish Cultural Recon- 
struction Agency, he went on, included 


a considerable part of the library and 


archives of the destroyed centre of Yivo 
in Vilna. 

The cdlilection and maintenance of 
Jewish books, periodicals, and documents, 
Mr. Uveeler continued, was only one of 
the aims of Vivo. Others were 
research and publication, and the bring- 
ing up of a new generation of Jewish 
scientists and research workers 

Propaganda for Yiddish, he said, was 
not the direct aim of the Institute, but 
wihhout a knowledge of, and love for, 
Yiddish, Jewish social research and 
Jewish science generally would be much 
poorer.

INTERNATIONAL COUNCIL OF WOMEN 


President’s Tour of Europe 
and Israel 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The International Council of 
Jewish Women wanted to form an 
affiliate in Israel, said Mrs. Moise 
Cahn, of the U.S.A., its President, 
at a reception in her honour, given 
by the Union of Jewish Women at 
Frank House, 18, Hill 
Square, London, W.8, on Wednesday 
of last week. 


Mrs. Cahn, who is to confer with 
Jewish women in Amserdam, Antwerp, 
Brussels, Rome, Greece, Istanbul, and 
Israel, described the Council's work in 
the U.S.A. The Council there, she said, 
had a programme of dual responsibility: 
as Jewish women and as cuizens of the 
US. The maior pirt of their work was 
concerned with “community welfare.” 
In over 300 :owns of the U.S. they had 
established all kinds of social welfare 
services, not only for the Jewish com- 
munity but also for the wider community. 

They were mos interested in social 
legislation im the U.S., which would 
make for better housing and social wel- 
fare facilities, and for bigher educational 
opportunities for us people, she con- 
tinued. They also had “a service to 
the foreign born,” which assisted D.P.s 
when they arrived at U.S. ports. The 
Council there supported the School of 
Education at the Hebrew University, and 
a'so had a scholarship programme, bring- 
ing in people to 1 U.S. for post- 
graduate (training at the universities and 
colleges. Sixty-seven young women had 
already returned to their own countries 
after two years’ training. 

Mrs. Cahn said that HK was more 
important than ever to-day to create and 
to strengthen an international group of 
Jewish women, for never had they recog- 
nised mofe clearly that they had common 


s, not only as Jewish women 

ut as citizens of the world, and in the 
Council they were going to 
implement an active programme r 
on their national, world, and Jewish 
affairs. 3 

Lady Nathan, of Churt, Presiden of 
the Union, who was in the chair, said 
that the Union concerned itself particu- 
larly with the welfare and well-being of 
the Jewish professional women in the 
community. It lent moncy to assist 
young people in training for careers, and 
was specially interested in the care of 
the er professional women in diffi- 
culties. 

Lady Samuel, Hon. President of the 
Union, also spoke. 


Mrs. Cahn told me in an interview that 
the object of her visit here was to meet 
the two affiliates of the Nationa! Counc! 
of Women, which, in turn, was affiliated 
to the International Council—the Union 
and the League—and to stimulate further 
interest and closer association with the 
Imernational Council. She had met Mrs. 
Frank Samuel. (President) and other 
members of the League of Jewish 
Women. 

The headquarters of the Council, she 
said. were in New Orleans. where she 
lived.

HOME FOR JEWISH INCURABLES 


Expansion Despite Deficit 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


In spite of the deficit of £8,000 the 
introduction, as soon as possible, of 
some new departments for the benefit 
of the patients was considered impera- 
tive. said Viscount Bearsted, President, 
who was in the chair at the annual 
meeting of the Home and Hospital for 
Jewish Incurables, go Road, South 
Tottenham, N.15, on Sunday. 

Viscount Bearsted said that two beds 
had been added to the Home's pre-war 
complement of 112—a_ considerable 
increase on the 66 maintained during the 
Second World War. Equally, the cost of 
maintaining patients had risen. 

A dental surgery had been opened for 
patients who hitherto had had to receive 
dental treatment outside the Home, he 
continued. With the £200 contributed by 
the Junior 3 C's they had purchased the 
initial equipment for an occupational 
therapy department, where patients were 
taught handicrafts. They planned shortly 
to open a physiotherapy department 
which would be run-in conjunction with 
that dealing ‘with occupational therapy 
and which was, in fact, supplementary 
to i. 


The success of a Home such as theirs, . 


he went on, must be judged by the happi- 
ness of the patients, and to the benefits 
which he had already mentioned must be 
added those derived from the patients’ 


amenities funds, which had been built up 
in recent years as a result of gifis of 
£100 and over, from the interest of which 
the patients were supplied with books, 
films, television, outings, other 
amenities. 

Ther defict of £8,000 for the current 
year was the la on record. t was 
largely due to the extraordinary expendi- 
ture, which amounted to £2,750. 
Home's Aid Societies had performed 
excellent work. 

Viscount Bearsted said that a rough 
estimate had shown the sibility that 
1951 would end with a deficit of £12,000.

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HEBREW ACADEMY FOR ISRAEL 


By Dr. JUDAH J. SLOTKI 


HE phenomenon that struck me 
most forcibly during my recent 
visit to Israel was the stupendous 
progress made by the things of the 
it in this youngest of States. And 
the most conspicuous form in which 
this progress manifested itself was the 
astounding mastery of Hebrew as a 
living language by so many clements 
of the population. 

Sixty years ago it was but a fond 
dream that such a miracle could hap- 
pen. everyone speaks Hebrew 
in Isracl. It was a truly heartening 
experience. Yet what I heard made 
me pause for contemplation. 

A large number of errors and bar- 
barisms have crept into the spoken 
word. True, One cannot expect to 
hear pure Hebrew spoken in the 
street any more than one can hope 
for pure English to be so spoken 
here. But there are errors that are 
avoidable. 


Vowel Discrepancies 


For instance, why has the “ man 
in the street’ dropped the use of the 
vowelled copula before the labials 
"m3 and before the sheva? 


Why vesheloshah for usheloshah, or 
vemelech for umelech? 

Again, why is the feminine numeral 
used so indiscriminately? I went into 
a florists for some flowers. Pointing 
to what I wanted, I said: “ Teresar 
mehapperahim haeleh, bevakkashah.” 
The saleslady looked blank. 

“ Teresar,” I repeated, and then 
explained: “Shenem asar.” As she 
still looked wuncomprehendingly I 
added, holding up my fingers: 
“ Shenayim va-asarah.” 

“Ah.” she exclaimed, her cyes 
lighting up, “ shetem esreh!” 

The same is true of bus numbers 
and numbers of houses. You don't 
get on an autobus “ mispar hamishah ” 
—unless you are a greenhorn; you 
get on a “mispar hamesh.” You 
do not live in “ Rehov Ralbag mispar 
you live in mispar 
shetayim.” 

Infinitely more bewildering, how- 
ever, is the number of almost unintel- 
ligible phrases that have been dragged 
into the language by those who trans- 
late from the tongue in which they 
think. 

I heard a distraught mother, after 
a futile and exhausting altercation 
with her _ child, exclaiming: 

one .who understands 
Yiddish would rightly interpret as 
er macht mit dem tot! (he is killing 
me ! 

Klausner quotes this 
instance independently in an article 
in LesHONENU and adds several other 
telling examples. Thus: 
yon. wert mir finster in 
die augen! (it grows dark in my 
sight!) ; wer darf 
dir? (who needs you?); etc., etc. 

Dr. Ben-Yebudah, Director of 
Education for the State of Israel, told 
me of his own difficulties, daily 
increasing, of deciphering some of the 


official correspondence that reaches 
him, One letter, for example, asked 
him “ gery a certain fact.” It was 
only after some puzzled thinking that 
he discerned the connection of the 
word with ‘“7) “certainly,” and 
realised that it had been turned into 
a verb and made to mean either “fo 

_ Worse still, people were perpetra- 
ting the barbarity of treating abbre- 
viations as jf they were proper words, 
and Dr. Ben-Yehudah was meeting 
with such usages as pmyts “to 
report,” concocted from the abbre- 
viation which stands for 


Dr. Eisenstadt, Director of the

New Words Needed 


One can well understand the urgent 
need for new words to meet the new 
conditions. New objects and new 
concepts in their hundreds and thou- 
sands have sprung up in the last 
century or two. Discoveries and 
inventions which the classical and 
medieval Hebrew had not dreamed 
of had to be described. Nearly all 
the tools we use are different. It was 
inevitable that while ransacking our 
anciem literary treasures for words 
that might be given a new applica- 
tion, we should also create new terms. 

If Hebrew is to become the national 
language of Israel and is to be under- 
stood by all who would speak and 
read it, a norm or standard will have 
to be universally accepted, and by that 
norm shall we be able to judge as to 
what is correct and what erroneous. 

Only a publicly recognised acade- 
mic bedy whose members shall be 
Hebrew authorities of world repute 
can create this desired norm. Such 
a body, reinforced by Government 
status, can save the fast-growing 
language from the deterioration that 
threatens its existence. 

Fortunately, it will not be necessary 
to embark on a long campaign to con- 
vince the public on this score. A 
body such as the one envisaged was 
actually established by men of vision 
as far back as 1890. 

Surveying the history of this great 
institution last year at an august 
gathering held in preparation for the 
transformation of the Vaad Halashon 
into the State Hebrew Academy. Pro- 
fessor Klausner spoke of the two 
periods into which the life of the 
Vaad Halashon could be divided. The 
first extended from 1890 to 1918; and 
the second from 1918 to date. 

During the first period were laid the 
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foundations of the Hebrew linguistic 
researches which were to lead to the 
modern revival. Few spoke the 
language and fewer still were able to 
influence others to speak it. Under 
the influence of Eliezer Ben-Yehudah 
Hebrew became the medium of 
instruction in many schools and thus 
was laid the foundation for a national 
Hebrew education from which Hebrew 
became the language of the children 
and so of the future builders of the 
new State. 


Mandatory Concession 


The second period began with the 
British Mandate. On the eve of 
Chanucah, 1918, Hebrew was recog- 
nised as one of the three official 
languages of Palestine. A language 
that could be used in Government 
offices, in Courts of Law, in the Post 
Office, on stamps, and on coins was 
bound to become recognised as a 
living language even by those cynics 
who had derided the idea. 

The Vaad Halashon was fortunate 
in its leadership. Until 1923 its joint 
Presidents were Eliezer Ben-Yehudah 
and David Yellin. When, on Chanu- 
cah of that year, the great lexicog- 
rapher died, Aaron Mazie was elected 
to the vacancy created. The follow- 
ing year. Bialik came to Israel and 
settled there. He soon became one 
of the Presidents and worked actively 
for the promotion and extension of 
the aims of the institution. With the 
death of Bialik and Yellin the Presi- 
dency went to two other world- 
famous scholars, Professor Tur-Sinai 
and Professor Klausner. 

And now the work has assumed 
national-political importance. Indeed, 
it is nO exaggeration to state that it 
is bound up with the sovereignty of 
Medinat Israel. 


Specialised Committees Formed 


The work can no longer be carried 
owt by a single Vaad. It has been 
found necessary to form a series of 
separate committees to deal with the 
creation of Hebrew terms for the 
various vital professional and techni- 
cal branches of life. A mere list of 
the separate committees will show the 
dimensions to which the Vaad 
Halashon has grown. Thus, there 
functions a committee of specialists 
on medical terms, one on chemical 
terms, One on zoological and botani- 
cal terms. Microbiology, technology. 
psychology, archeology, grammar, 
statistics, _ shipbuilding, mechanics, 
masonry, shoemaking, joinery, baking, 
weaving, civic administration, jour- 
nalism, the theatre, fire-brigade, sheep- 
rearing, bee-keeping—all these have 


‘specialist committees of their own; 


and there are many others. 

Thirty years ago Eliezer Ben- 
Yehudah already dreamed of this 
Vaad becoming a Language Academy 
and he already then thought of a 
name for it—Midrash Halashon. 

To-day the dream is about. to 
become reality. A short while after 
the State of Israel came into existence 
a public gathering was held at the 
Museum Hall at which the Prime 
Minister of Israel was present and at 
which the speakers included Professor 
Tur-Sinait, Berl Locker, Professor 
Asaf, and Professor Klausner. The 
following resolutions were taken: 

1. The Vaad Halashon ceases to 
exist and in its place ts created the 
Academy for the Hebrew Language. 

2. The VWaad shall select eight 
members to act as members of the 
Academy. Together with representa- 
tives of other institutions they shall 
form the elective body of — the 
Academy. The other institutions that 
shall be asked to send representatives 
shall be: The Government of Israel, 
the World Zionist Organisation, and 
the Hebrew University. 

3. The Academy shall consist for 
the present of 23 members from Israel 
and five from abroad. 

Most of the formalities required to 
establish the Academy on a perma- 
nent and jegal basis have been com- 
pleted, and even as these lines are 
appearing in print the matter may 
already become a fait accompli. The 
matter requires ratification by the 
K nesset. 

The Budget for the first year of its 
existence was fixed at 1£38,000. As 
soon as. the Knesset confirms the Law 
of the Academy steps will be taken 
to create a society of .“ Friends . of 
the Hebrew Academy,” which shall 
have branches throughout the world.

HOME FOR JEWISH INCURABLES 


Expansion Despite Deficit 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


In spite of the deficit of £8,000 the 
introduction, as soon as possible, of 
some new departments for the benefit 
of the patients was considered impera- 
tive. said Viscount Bearsted, President, 
who was in the chair at the annual 
meeting of the Home and Hospital for 
Jewish Incurables, High Road, South 
Tottenham, N.15, on Sunday. 

Viscount Bearsted said that two beds 
had been added to the Home's pre-war 
complement of 1!2—a considerable 
increase on the 66 maintained during the 
Second World War. Equally, the cost of 
maintaining patients had risen. 

A dental surgery had been opened for 
patients who hitherto had had to receive 
dental treatment outside the Home, 
continued. With the £200 contributed by 
the Junior 3 C's they had purchased the 
initial equipment for an occupational 
therapy department, where patients were 
taught handicrafts. They planned shortly 
to open a physiotherapy department 
which would be run in conjunction with 
that dealing with occupational therapy 
and which was, in fact, supplementary 
to if. 

The success of a Home such as theirs, 
he went on, must be judged by the pot 
ness of the patients, and to the benefits 
which he had already mentioned must be 
added those derived from the patients’ 


amenities funds, which had been built up 
in recent years as a result of gifts of 
£100 and over, from the interest of which 
the patients were supplied with books, 
films, television, outings, and other 
amenities. 

Ther deficit of £8,000 for the current 
year was the la on record. t was 
largely due to the extraordinary expendi- 
ture, which amounted to £2,750. 
Home's Aid Societies had performed 
excellent work. 

Viscount Bearsted said that a rough 
estimate had shown the bility that 
1951 would end with a deficit of £12,000, 
The position, he added, would be much 
more serious but for the generous help 
given to them by the King Edward Hos- 

ital Fund and the London County 

ouncil through its Sunday cinemato- 
graph allocations. They could not and 
would not lower their standards. On the 
other hand, they were faced with the rise 
in prices all the time, and the contribu- 
tions were not keeping pace with it. The 
Home could only carry on Ws work 
through the generosity of the community. 

The report and accounts were adopted.

Plea for Closer Ties

Mr. Henry Hurwitz, editor of the New 
York Menoran Journat, who arrived in 
London recently. has discussed with 
Jewish leaders in Britain and France the 
possibility of establishing closer ties 
between Jews in Britain and France on 
the one hand and those in the United 
States and Canada on the other. 

Mr. Hurwitz told me that he considered 
it essential that the Jews of the Western 
world should come together in the interest 
of cultural 
relations 
mutual 
ment. lt had 
become 
desirable, he said, 
that Jews should 
consohdate their 
cultural and social 
life in the countries 
of which they were 
citizens. 

It would help 
American Jewry to 


bring about a more 
sentative Jewish 
life if the educa- 
tional and  imitel- 
lectual forces in the United States had 
closer contact with similar forces on this 
side of the Atlantic and with Isracl. As a 
first step, he suggested that there should 
be an exchange of scholars and students 
in the various countries. 

Mr. Hurwitz deplored what he des- 
cribed as the undue emphasis on finance 
in American Jewish life, especially on 
fund-raising matters, which, he claimed. 
had become “ professionalised.”” While 
agreeing that sympathy for Israel should

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HEBREW ACADEMY FOR ISRAEL 


By Dr. JUDAH J. SLOTKI 


HE phenomenon that struck me 

most forcibly during my recent 

visit to Israel was the stupendous 
progress made by the things of the 
— in this youngest of States. And 
the most conspicuous form in which 
this progress manifested itself was the 
astounding mastery of Hebrew as a 
living language by so many clements 
of the population. 

Sixty years ago it was but a fond 
dream that such a miracle could hap- 
pen. i everyone speaks Hebrew 
in Israel. It was a truly heartening 
experience. Yet what 1 heard made 
me pause for contemplation. 

A large number of errors and bar- 
barisms have crept into thé spoken 
word. True, One cannot expect to 
hear pure Hebrew spoken in the 
street any more than one can hope 
for pure English to be so spoken 
here. But there are errors that are 
avoidable, 


Vowel Discrepancies 


For instance, why has the “man 
in the street” dropped the use of the 
vowelled copula before the labials 
and before the sheva? 


Why vesheloshah for usheloshah, or 
vemelech for umelech? 

Again, why is the feminine numeral 
used so indiscriminately? I went into 
a florists for some flowers. Pointing 
to what I wanted, I said: “ Teresar 
mehapperahim haeleh, bevakkashah.” 
The saleslady looked blank. 
Teresar,” repeated, and then 
explained: “Shenem asar.” As she 
still looked wuncomprehendingly |! 
added, holding up my fingers: 
“ Shenayim va-asarah.” 

“Ah.” she exclaimed, her 
lighting up, “ shetem esreh!”’ 

The same is true of bus numbers 
and numbers of houses. You don't 
get on an autobus “ mispar hamishah ” 
——unless you are a greenhorn; you

New Words Needed 


One can well understand the urgent 
need for new words to meet the new 
conditions. New objects and new 
concepts in their hundreds and thou- 
sands have sprung up in the last 
century or two. Discoveries and 
inventions which the classical and 
medieval Hebrew had not dreamed 
of had to be described. Nearly all 
the tools we use are different. It was 
inevitable that while ransacking our 
anciemt literary treasures for words 
that might be given a new applica- 
tion, we should also create new terms. 

If Hebrew is to become the national! 
language of Israel and is to be under- 
stood by all who would speak and 
read it, a norm or standard will have 
to be universally accepted, and by that 
norm shall we be able to judge as to 
what is correct and what erroncous. 

Only a publicly recognised acade- 
mic body whose members shall be 
Hebrew authorities of world repute 
can create this desired norm. Such 
a body, reinforced by Government 
status, can save the fast-growing 
language from the deterioration that 
threatens its existence. 

Fortunately, it will not be necessary 
to embark on a long campaign to con- 
vince the public on this score. A 
body such as the one envisaged was 


actually established by men of vision 


as far back as 1890. 

Surveying the history of this great 
institution last year at an august 
gathering held in preparation for the 


transformation of the Vaad Halashon 


into the State Hebrew Academy. Pro- 
fessor Klausner spoke of the two 
periods into whtich the life of the 
Vaad Halashon could be divided. The 
first extended from 1890 to 1918; and 
the second from 1918 to date.

foundations of the Hebrew linguistic 
researches which were to lead to the 
modern revival. Few spoke the 
language and fewer still were able to 
influence others to speak it. Under 
the influence of Eliezer Ben-Yehudah 
Hebrew became the medium of 
instruction in many schools and thus 
was laid the foundation for a national 
Hebrew education from which Hebrew 
became the language of the children 
and so of the future builders of the 
new State. 


Mandatory Concession 


The second period began with the 
British Mandate. On the eve . of 
Chanucah, 1918, Hebrew was recog- 
nised as one of the three official 
languages of Palestine. A language 
that could be used in Government 
offices, in Courts of Law, in the Post 

ce, On stamps, and on coins was 
bound to become recognised as a 


living language even by those cynics | 


who had derided the idea. 


The Vaad Halashon was fortunate 
in its leadership. Until 1923 its joint 
Presidents were Eliezer Ben-Yehudah 
and David Yellin. When, on Chanu- 
cah of that year, the great lexicog- 
rapher died, Aaron Mazie was elected 
to the vacancy created. The follow- 
ing year Bialik came to Israel and 
setiled there. He soon became one 
of the Presidents and worked actively 
for the promotion and extension of 
the aims of the institution. With the 
death of Bialik and Yellin the Presi- 
dency went to two other world- 
famous scholars, Professor Tur-Sinai 
and Professor Klausner. 

And now the work has assumed 
national-political importance. Indeed. 
it is nO exaggeration to state that it 
is bound up with the sovereignty of 
Medinat Israel. 7 


Specialised Committees Formed 


The work can no longer be carried 
out by a single Vaad. It has been 
found necessary to form a series of 
separate commiuttees to deal with the 
creation of Hebrew terms for the 
various vital professional and techni- 
cal branches of life. A mere list of 
the separate committees will show the 
dimensions to which the Vaad 
Halashon has grown. Thus, there 
functions a committee of specialists 
on medical terms, one on chemical 
terms, one on zoological and botani- 


cal terms, Microbiology, technology, 
psychology, archwology, grammar, 
statistics, shipbuilding, mechanics, 


masonry, shoemaking, joinery, baking, 
weaving, civic administration, jour- 
nalism, the theatre, fire-brigade, sheep- 
rearing, bee-keeping-——all these have 
specialist committees of their own: 
and there are many others. 

Thirty years ago Eliezer Ben- 
Yehudah already dreamed of this 
Vaad becoming a Language Academy 
and he already then thought of a 
name for it—Midrash Halashon. 

To-day the dream is about to 
become reality. A short while after 
the State of Israel came into existence 
a public gathering was held at the 
Museum Hall at which the Prime 
Minister of Israel was present and al 
which the speakers included Professor 
Tur-Sinai, Berl Locker, Professor 
Asaf, and Professor Klausner. The 
following resolutions were taken: 

1. The Waad Halashon ceases to 
exist and in its place is created the 
Academy for the Hebrew Language. 

2. The VWaad shall select eight 
members to act as members of the 
Academy. Together with representa- 
tives of other institutions they shall 
form the elective body of the 
Academy. The other institutions that 
shall be asked to send representatives 
shall be: The Government of Israel, 
the World Zionist Organisation, and 
the Hebrew University. 

3. The Academy shall consist for 
the present of 23 members from Israel 
and five from abroad. 

Most of the formalities required to 
establish the Academy on a_ perma- 
nent and jegal basis have been com- 
pleted, and even as these lines are 
appearing in print the matter may 
already become a fait accompli. The 
matter requires ratification by the 
Knesset. 

The Budget for the first year of its 
existence was fixed at 1£38,000. As 
soon as the Knesset confirms the Law 
of the Academy steps will be taken 
to create a society of .“ Friends. of 
the Hebrew Academy,” which shall 
have branehes throughout the world.

CAUSES OF ISRAEL’S FOOD CRISIS 
Drought and Lack of Manpower

Israelis have introduced a new season 
into the calendar—the panic season. k 
comes at the end of the long hoi summer, 
when cred cuizens find the dynamic 
force of the new State too much for 
them. Kt usually lasts for two months, 
umil Rosh Hashana, when the Holy-days 
and the first rains cool f brows. 

Last year the “ scason”™ began with 
the unexpected rationing of clothes, 
which caused Israclis to panic and rush 
to buy every available commodity. This 
year it was the food situation which 
ushered in the new ‘season. 

The food is due to 
lat winter's droug which. i is esti- 
mated. has cost Israel 1£10,000.000. Buc 
the food shortage is not due to the 
weather alone, Contribuiory§ causes 
were the shortage manpower, 
refusal of Kibbutzim, for ideological 
reason, to accept hired labour, and 
the difficulty of absorbing new immi- 
grams as chalutzim. The newcomers 
cannot produce the same amount as 
hardened and experienced farmers, who 
have installed artificial irrigation systems 
and are therefore not completely depen- 
dent on the rains. The gencral shoriage 
of steel pipes and Israel's lack of forcign 
currency have held up irrigation plans. 


Embittered Population 


Psychological factors have also agera- 
vated the situation. WwW tourists 
received a somewhat larger ration than 
Israelis the arrangement was accepted 
with a certain amount of equanim«y. 
But when special food became available 
only against letters of credit for dollars, 
sterling, or Swiss francs, the temper of 
che people changed, and the black market 
in dollars increased. The establishment 
of. Service to Isracl and Scrip to Israeli 
shops. where most chings can be obtained 
against certificates bought for dollars, 
has embitierced the “ have-nots,” and has 
made them disregard the moral con- 
siderations which might have kept them 
away from the black market. When 
prices increased on the black market the 
panic season began m earnest, 

The. kibbutzim. mm addition to refusing 
to accept hired labour, have abandoned 
their Socialist principles when consider- 
ing the needs of the general ulation, 
and, in many cases, have refused to take 
their agricultural produce to the towns 
because the high cost of transport would 
reduce their profits. A new justification 
for black marketeering is found among 
the urban population, when they hear 
of food accumulating in the kib- 
butzim while they tramp from one empty 
shop to another.

The Ministry of Education is trying to

authorities argue that the defence needs 
of the country are greater than its educa- 
tional meeds. Bur they have co-operated 
by organising evenmg courses for girls 
in the forces willing to undergo training 
as teachers. 

Because of the shortage of teacher 
premises, and equipment, the Ministry o 
Education has been unable to avoid 
crowded classrooms, double shifts in 
many urban schools, and the use of 
dilapidated. buildings, huts, and even 
tents. But it ts proud of the fact that, 
in spite of these difficulties, it has not 
so far resorted to reducing the hours of 
instruction. 


NEW FACTORY GROUPS

1 managed during the formalities of 
farewell to take about half a dozen 
photographs inside and outside the 
synagogue, but when we reiurned to 
Leningrad on the way home they, 
together with other films, were confis- 
cated by the Customs because they 
were not developed; and although 
they promised to send them on when 
they had developed them they have 
not yet arrived. 


We had little further opportunity to 
learn about the life of the Jewish 
community in the Soviet Union.

request by our hosts, the Anti-Fascist 
Committee of Soviet Youth, and we 
were met outside the synagogue by

a long grey beard, and wearing 
glasses. His black suit was old and 
shabby, and he wore a black Hom- 
burg hat. He led us into the syna- 
gogue, where there was a congrega- 
tion of some thirty old men—the 
youngest: must have been about 50 

wearing for the most part rather 
threadbare praying shawls over 
shabby clothes. 

The interior of the building was 
rather dark and as badly weathered 
as the exterior. The walls had been 
light green at one time, but they were 
now almost an olive colour where the 
distemper had not flaked’ off 
Altogether. 

We were led into a tiny room, into 
which we squeezed somehow round a 
small baize-covered table next to the 
rabbi’s desk. Round the walls were 
old glass-fronted bookcases contain- 
ing large -leather-bound volumes in 
Hebrew and Russian, and on the ledge 
of the tiny window were more books 
and papers. Thefe was a slight pause 
after the scraping of chairs, and then 
the rabbi, speaking in Russian

eastern siope of a Jerusalem hill, in an 
area with ideal natural surroundings.

full to capacity from 10.30 a.m.,' 
onwards on Saturdays, Rosh 
Hashana and Yom Kippur.

The rabbi said that there were in 
Russia no publications of any kind in 
Hebrew or Yiddish, and that the syna- 
gogue held no Hebrew classes ; it was 
concerned solely with religious obser- 
vance, and because of this nt had no 
concern or interest in Zionism.

After our conversation the rabbi 
invited us to join in the service, but 
because we had another appointment, 
and because we did not wish to dis- 
turb the congregation again—our 
entrance had caused quite a stir—we 
declined, and after a very warm and

In Georgia, the Intourist guide 
pointed out several Jewish collective 
farms in the Caucasus, near Govi, 
Stalin's birthplace, but unfortunately 
there was no time to visit them or to 
come into contact with Jewish 
families. At Kiev, the capftal of the 
Ukrainian! Republic, we were told by 
the rector of the university that there 
were 900 Jewish students there, and 
he referred to them as a separate 
nationality, as he did Russians and 
Georgians.

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AIDING NORTH AFRICAN JEWRY

Africa have enjoyed a fair 

measure of popularity during the 
past few years. Not only has much 
been written about them, but they 
have also been given some financial 
help. But will this kind of assistance 
have any lasting benefits, or will North 
Afnean Jews return to their position 
of former helplessness when relief 
work ends ? 

Continued assistance for the a 
and the hungry ts unavoidable, but 
that does not reach the root of the 
matter. The old people are not getting 
any younger, and those who die are 


T ate “forgotten Jews” of North 


constantly replaced by others: like- 
wise, empty stomachs need daily 
replenishment. There is no escaping 
these facts. Obviously, a radical 


change can occur only if the activities 
of the relief organisations result in the 
needy making efforts to help them- 
selves.° This generally recognised 
principle, valid for all forms of social 
work, applies to .the mellahs in 
Morocco and in Tunis with greater 
force than anywhere else in the world. 

So far, however, there is no sign of 
an improvement. On the contrary, 
during my recent visit to North Africa 
| reached. the conclusion that the 
'ewish masses are unable to keep pace 
with the economic development of the 
\rab population. 


Realistic Plan Needed 


What does the practical social eco- 
nomist deduce from that fact? In 
theory, the simplest soiution would be 
emegration to. Israel and other 
countries. Howevei, ahyone aware of 
the vast difficulties involved in trans- 
lating theory Into practice, - especially 
in the field of mass resettlement, must 
ask humself what could and should be 
done in the meantime to assist these 
poor North African Jews, both 
economically and socially. 

Ort’s broadly conceived plan for the 
professional training of the neglected 
youth is undoubtedly a significant fac- 
tor in the process of regeneration. But 
what is to be done for the overwhelm- 
ing mass of the population rotting 
‘away in poverty? The solution of 
economic problems calls for the appli- 

cation of economic, and not merely 
cultural and technical measures. Tech- 
nical training alone is not enough. 
What is needed, above all, is a realistic 
plan, which need not be all-inclusive. 
indeed, it could not be, even assuming 
that comprehensive data were avail- 
able on the basis of a scientifically 
exact investigation of the position, It 
is my opinion that the information at 
hand is sufficient to permit of practical 
conclusions being drawn. 

The economic position of the Jewish 
population in Morocco and Tunis ts 
characterised not only by the low rate 
of earnings, but also by the fact that 
for every person gainfully employed 
roughly four are economically passive 
—ynable to earn their livelihood. In 


of so-called “ merchants “—mainly 
Street and bazaar traders—and that 
of artisans and workers frequently 
differs from the once familiar East 
European pattern. But the problem is 
basically the same. 


In Morocco, out of a total Jewish 
of over 208,000. some 
0,000 are engaged in small industries 
and handicrafts. Practically all of 
these are tailors, shoemakers, leather 
workers, tinsmiths, and jewellers, 
Their workshops are small and primi- 
live. The average number of persons 
employed is two or three, including the 
employer. The technical equipment is 
poor and obsolete. 

Meanwhile, the position of this pro- 
ductive stratum of Moroccan Jewry 
iS progressively deteriorating because 
of the country’s comparatively rapid 
industrialisation—a process in which 
few Jews are taking part. The posi- 
tion is similar in Tunis 


Lack of Machinery 


Upon consideration of these facts in 
correlation with the general situation, 
the following conclusions emerge in 
respect of the relief. measures to be 
adopted : 

Whereas the mass of traders cannot 
be assisted, the workers and small 
craftsmen can, The latter's social func- 
tion 1S in line with local requirements 
and 1s capable of development. They 
constitute the economically healthier 
section, and, accordingly, the back- 
bone of the Jewish population. The 
Jewish artisan enjoys a good reputa- 
tion, he is hard working and intelli- 
gent. What he lacks is the means of 
obtaining raw materials, modern 
equipment, and machinery. Fre- 
quently, too, he lacks a_ suitable 
workshop. 

It follows that the plan for con- 
structive assistance must comprise an 
appropriate system for providing 
credits for the purchase of equipment 
and raw materials, such as the Arab 
organisations apply in the case. of 
their own people ; measures to promote 
the development of co-operative work- 
shops ; and short-term evening Courses 


for professional training. [If this 
coupled with courses for untrained but 
potentially employable men and 
women, the road will have | been 


Opened towards assisting some of the 
traders economically. 

As far as the question of providing 
artisans with machinery and the neces- 
sary technical knowledge is concerned, 
we have a wealth of experience at our 
fingertips. With that wealth—-and a 
fund of $1,000,000—treal help, that is. 
facilities for the planned development 
of self-help could at last be given to 
those in need. Thus the progressive 
deterioration could be checked.

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EDUCATION IN THE 
NEW POLAND 


Marxist Textbooks in 
Yiddish 
From a Correspondent 


WARsAw 

The opening of the new school year 
in Poland has been marked by the issue 
of new Yiddish textbooks on Marxist 
lines to all Jewish schools in the country. 
Prepared under the supervision of the 
Ministry of Education and issued free 
of charge, they are, for the first time, 
to be used in all Yiddish schools. 


They correspond largely to the text- 
books now commonly in use in Poland, 
with great emphasis on political imsiruc- 
tion and the making of what is called 
here the new citizen of a Socialist State. 
But the Yiddish textbooks refer more 
frequently than do the non-Jewish text- 
books to “our Polish Fatherland.” The 
chapters on Jewish history maké prac- 
tically no reference to Zionism and Israel. 


One of the most novel of the Yiddish 
textbooks ts entitied School and Home.” 
The reading matter is designed to instil 
into the Jewish child love for the Soviet 
Union and adoration for “the heroic 
Soviet Army ” with which “ our People’s 
Army” is so closely linked. Stalin. 
Lenm, and the Polish President, Borislaw 
Bierut, are held up as the leaders of 
humanity and pertect models for the 
Jewish child to emulate There are 
chapters devoted to the Jewish partisans 
in Poland and, particularly. to the 
heroes of the Warsaw Ghetto. but the 
history. of these events is presenied as 
part of the great fight of the workers and 
Socialists against fascism. Other sections 
aim at instilling mito the child love for 
the Socialist State, and promoting friend- 
ship and co-operation with their non- 
Jewish colleagues. 


Propaganda Campaign 


Another book which seems to have been 
published for the benefit of the Yiddish 
schools, and the several thousand pupils 
attending them, is a grammar of the 
Yiddish language. Poland and Rumania, 
unhke the Soviet Union, follow a policy 
of encouraging Yiddish among Jews. The 
grammar, called The Yiddish Language,” 
iS the first to be issued in Socialist 
Poland and is designed for use in the 
higher classes. There is a special section 
dealing with Yiddish phonetics and ortho- 
graphy. 

All the other books issued in Yiddish. 
such as geography, gcneral history, and 
arithmetic, are mere translations and 
adaptations from textbooks in Polish 

The issue of these new Yiddish tcxt- 
books, and the opening of the new 
school year, have been accompanied by a 
propagafiida campaign more intense than 
at any time im the past. The Yiddish 
press has devoted numerous articles to 
praise of the new .textbooks and the 
Government which provided them. Most 
writers acclaim the books as evidence of 
the equal rights which the Jewish child 
enjoys m Poland to-day, recalling at the 
same time the pre-war resirotions on 
Yiddish education 

The opening of the school year was 
celebrated in all Yiddish schools in 
Warsaw, Lodz, and particularily im 
Western Poland, as a national holiday. 
Parents and children gathered in the 
schoolrooms and were addressed by Party 
leaders who called on them to share in 
the joy of building a Socialist Poland. 


REPATRIATION OF ARAB 
REFUGEES 


Inter-Parliamentary Union's 
Resolution

ISTANBUL 

The conference of the Inter-Parlia- 
mentary Union, at its closing session bere 
last week-end, approved Arab-spon- 
sored amendment which suppressed the 
term “ as far as possible ” in a resolution 
suggesting that countries of origin should 
offer the widest facilities to refugees 
desiring repatriation.

The resolution also called on all 
countries to assume joint responsibility 
for securing for refugees a haven where 
they would be able to lead a normal life;

requested Governments to facilitate the 
naturalisation of refugees living within 
their territories: and asked the United 
Nations to investigate the fons of 
settling refugees in under-developed 
countries. ;

U.S. Trade Unionists’ Views

“ Synagogues function frecly all over 
the country, We learned that - the 
place where Jewish culture and religion 
is most extensively developed is the Jewish 
national State of Biro-Bidian. where the 
Jewish people have their own newspapers 


and schools and where the Jewish 
“oe is taught to children.”

That 
antisemitism a punishable crime 
and that synagogues are tolerated was 
already known. hat the repori fails to 
State is what has happened to the Jewish 
people as such, to tts culture and institu- 
tions im the great Jewish ceritres im the 
Western parts of the USS.R. The 
fact that the report refers to Jewish 
development only in Biro-Bidjan may well 
confirm the pessumistic theory that Jewish

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FOOD FOR ISRAEL 


THERE will be few among our readers who 
will not have been disquieted by the disturb- 
ing news about the food shortage in Israel, 
which has received wide publicity. The 
supply position has been something of a 
major problem to the new State ever since it 
declared its independence and thus was 
thrown on its own limited resources. The 
State of Israel was born into a world of 
unrest and fierce antagonism, which has not 
diminished with the passage of time. The 
attitude of the Arab States, which persist in 
declaring that a state of war still exists 
between them and Israel, has meant that the 
latter has had to keep in being armed forces 
whose members in more favourable circum- 
stances could be engaged in the productive 
work that leads to more food being available. 
The absence of relations with its neighbours, 
a natural outlet for Israel's trading poten- 
tial, has also created a partial blockade and 
made more desperate a shortage of dollars 
and sterling which in any event would have 
been serious. The adverse economic con- 
ditions have not affected the heroic deter- 
mination of Israel to bring in new immigrants, 
but the arrival of these immigrants, many of 
them unproductive, in numbers that would 
tax the resources of larger: and richer 
countries, has multiplied the already 
numerous supply problems. 


The growth of the Yishuv has throughout 
been made possible by the generosity of the 
Jews of the Diaspora, and there can be no 
doubt that for the future also a full measure 
of support will be needed to sustain it 
But the establishment of the new Siate 
of Israel, despite the enthusiasm which it 
naturally engendered, has also produced an 


— 


assumption among. many Jews that the 


objects the Zionist movement strove for are 
now completely fulfilled and they may thus 
sit back and watch benevolently and pas- 
sively the progress of the young State. Unfor- 
tunately, it is not as simple as that, and it 
will take a long time for Israel to be able 
to stand completely on its own feet. The 
long-term-requirements for the intake and 
settlement of immigrants, ete., should be met 
by the moneys derived from the well-known 
appeal funds in various countries, including 
Britain, in the Diaspora, but the short-term 
requirements, for alleviating the food 
shortage, are much more urgent. There is 
an undoubted surge of feeling and an imme- 
diate desire to do something personal to 
help our suffering fellow-Jews, many of 
whom underwent more than their quota of 
hardship before settling in Israel. In this 
country there will be not a few who remem- 
ber how war-time austerity—itself not com- 
parable to the present situation in Israel— 
was often relieved by the thoughtfulness of 
kind friends overseas, who sent us food 
parcels. Some of them were personal 
friends, but many of them were friends ad 
hoc, their interest having been enlisted for 
the purpose. 


We have no doubt that Jews in this 
country who have relations or friends in 
Israel are doing what they can. What must 
emerge from the present situation is an 
organised movement to help those in Israel 
who are without friends or relations abroad. 
But with the dispatch of parcels unorganised, 
irregularities and frustrations are liable to 
occur which a public body ought to be able 
to prevent. It would appear that some such 
body as the former Central British Fund, 
that had the experience and commanded the 
respect necessary for the undertaking of such 
a task, should be set up to conduct a properly 
organised, publicly contributed food-parcel 
service to Israel. The situation obviously 
calls for a co-ordinated communal effort, and 
we hope that future requirements will be fore- 


seen, rather than might-havé-beens lamented 


over, 


THE PARIS TALKS. 


INTERNATIONAL diplomatic negotiations 
in our day appear to progress on the unhelp- 
ful principle of two steps backward for every 
one forward, and the Paris Conference 
arranged by the Palestine Conciliation Com- 
mission, which was to have been opened on 
Monday, has not departed from that rule. A 
hitch resulted in its postponement, and it was 
therefore to open yesterday (Thursday), with 
separate meetings for the Israelis and for the 
Arabs, who with their usual approach to these 
matters had refused to sit with the representa- 
tives of Israel. The Israeli Government has 
expressed the view that lasting solutions can 
best be obtained by direct negotiations 
between the parties. In general, that Govern- 
ment seems to be approaching the talks in a 
sceptical mood. It is pointed out that the 
Arabs seem determined to restrict the talks 
to the question of compensation for the Arab 
refugees, and it is therefore believed in Tel 
Aviv that the meetings will once more break 
up without agreement on anything substan- 
tial, The Commission takes a different view, 
and is presenting a five-point plan which it 
thinks will be acceptable to both sides. It is 
convinced that the Arab States—with the 
probable exception of Egypt—genuinely 
want to reach a settlement, at least on the 
refugee issue, and that the Egyptians will not 
be able to break up the conference, although 
they might wish to because of their need to 
justify their illegal behaviour over Suez. 
The United States now holds a powerful 
argument in the shape of the grants-in-aid 
voted by Congress to Israel and the Arab 
States for the financial year 1951-52. These 
grants, provisionally amounting to 
$50,000,000 for each side, are specifically 
earmarked for such purposes as refugee 
resettlement and the absorption of immigrants 
by Israel. They are just large enough to 
make a start, which means that they ase not 
likely to be renewed unless some progress 
is made. Moreover, the money is not 
actually available. The grants have still to 
be confirmed by the Appropriations Com- 


‘mittees of Congress, a process which may 


not be completed before November. By then 
the Paris Conference must either have suc- 
ceeded or broken up; and it is indicated 
that, in the event of failure, the appropria- 
tions will be cut. 

There is initiative and good will on the 
part of the Commission, and a sincere desire 
for a settlement on the part of Israel. All 
that is lacking is some conciliatory gesture 
on the part of the Arabs. 


ISRAELI FOOTBALLERS 


Ir was only recently that Israel's leading 
sports magazine complained that too few 
international contacts in the field of sport, 
and particularly football, had been estab- 
lished between Israel and other countries. 
It is the more gratifying, therefore, to wel- 
come here for the first time a team of Israeli 
footballers, Hapoel. Apart perhaps from 
cricket, which so far is played in Israel in 
a few English kibbutzim only, nothing could 
be more suitable as a medium for popular- 
ising the young Jewish State among wide 
sections of the British public than a good 
game of football. The game’s outcome 
in goals scored is, of course, of little 
consequence, as long as sportsmanship, 
comradeliness, and esprit de corps—the 
trade-marks of British and, indeed, of any 
true sport—prevail. The Hapoel team 
represents Israeli football at its best as 
played by amateurs who are hard-working 
people in their day-to-day life. They might 
be further handicapped in their matches 
against professionals by the marked difference 
between Britain and Israel both in style of 
play and in climatic conditions. The origins 
of Israeli football, however—not to mention 
the terminology—are British, and the very 
pleasant experience gained through the 
recent visits to Israel of two British teams— 
Hull and Dundee—should stand Hapoel in 
good stead. After the visits of delegations

NEW YORK TIMES 


On Tuesday next the New York TIMES 
celebrates its hundredth anniversary, and, 
from the vantage point gained by a decade’s 
seniority, we salute this new entrant to the 
ranks of newspaper centenarians, one of the 
few, we imagine, on the North American 
continent. The motto of the New YorK 
Times is “ All the news that’s fit to print,” 
and, taking note of the immense acreage 
which it turns out day by day, we would be 
disposed to agree that the word “all” is no 
overstatement. The Sunday edition of the 
New York Times, a bale of newsprint 
sufficient to paper a family house, leaves 
the starved English newspaper man full of 
envy. In saluting this eminent representa- 
tive of American journalism we record with 
special pride the fact that it is to ADoLPn S. 
Ocns, who took over the New York TIMES 
in 1896, that its phenomenal rise to a world- 
wide standing that it still fully maintains is 
largely credited. He is said to have coined 
as well as to have applied the slogan we 
have mentioned above, and one of the 
features of his control, which did so much 
to give the paper distinction, was the rigid 
separation of comment from news. OcHS 
attributed much of his success to his Jewish 
background, but Judaism to him was a 
reality as well as a background. A devout 
believer in American Reform Judaism, he 
married the daughter of Rabbi Isaac MAYER 
Wise (sometimes called “the Western 
Pope "’), the principal organiser of the move- 
ment. There was something which emanated 
from his fervent attachment to Judaism in 
Ocus’s work to raise the New Yor«x TIMES 
to the highest plane of journalism. In 
addition he was active in a number of Jewish 
causes. In 1925 he was Chairman of the 
committee to raise a $5,000,000 endowment 
for Hebrew Union College and started it off 
by the practical method—which one might 
commend to the gentlemen who manage a 
similar institution nearer home—of calling 
on 100 wealthy Jews and getting them to 
promise $10,000 each. The management of 
the New York Times was inherited by 
Ocus’s son-in-law, ARTHUR Hayes SULZz- 
BERGER, who has himself been identified 
with a number of Jewish causes in New 
York and in Tennessee, where his wife's 
family came from. 


FINNART HOUSE 


THE account which appeared in our issue 
of last week of the Golden Jubilee of Finnart 
House, Weybridge, and its predecessor, the 
Hayes Industrial School, told the story of a 
worthy communal effort that has now to 
some extent outlived its usefulness. In many 
cases that would be a fact to deplore; here 
it is a matter far congratulation. For 
Finnart House is an “approved school ”— 
what used to be called a reformatory. Fifty 
years ago the number of Jewish boys passing 
through what then corresponded to the 
juvenile courts of to-day was large enough 
to necessitate the founding of special institu- 
tions to accommodate them—Hayes for boys 


under 14 and Park House for older lads, as — 


well as Montefiore House for girls. To-day 
the number of delinquent Jewish children 
has so far diminished that Montefiore House 
has been found entirely redundant and 
closed, while of the 63 boys now at Finnart 
House only eight are Jews. Nevertheless, 
the latter school continues to function, sup- 
ported’ (except for a Home Office grant) 
entirely by Jewish money. The boys receive 
religious education (Jewish or Christian as 
the case may be), and there is a synagogue 
on the premises. It is the boy who has 
fallen. into temptation who is above all in 
need of religious and moral training, so that 
Finnart House will not become redundant 
so long as even one Jewish lad requires its 
aid. But it is a remarkable fact that at a 
time when juvenile delinquency among the 
general population is stated to be on the 
increase there should be so marked a decline 
in the number of young Jews who offend 
against the law. Perhaps it is unwise to 
draw from this phenomenon conclusions 
unduly flattering to our own community ; 
the past 50 years have witnessed notable 
improvements in the material standards of 
the former immigrants to this country, and 
there is a close connection between poverty 
and crime. But this incredse in prosperity 
has been accompanied by an equally undeni- 
able slackening of religious ties, with the 
danger of a corresponding weakening of 
moral fibre. We must guard against the 
possibility that Jewish reformatories might 
‘again become necessary inthe future,

NATURAL LAW 
Natural Law. An Introduction to 


phe By A. P. D’ENTREVES. 
son's University Library. 7s. 6d.

This is a fascinating study of what must be 
as an all-important subject. The 
concept of Natural Law has played a prominent 
—_ in the history of Western civilisation, and, 
though it has fallen on evil days during the last 
century and a half, it has survjved and stil! 
calls for discussion. In fact, whenever absolute 
standards of morality and justice are invoked, 
as was the case in the Nuremberg trials, the 
majesty of the Natural Law is re-enthroned, 
asserting its Divine authority over and above 
the dictates of earthly rulers and states. 

The political instability of our present age derives 
in no small measure from the moral loss incurred 
in the abrogation of the concept of Natural Law 
with its principles of justice and equity binding 
— all men. It seems therefore no small under- 

op Bo re-examine in all seriousness the validity of 
the claim inherent in that concept. This task has 
been brilliantly conceived and executed in the hook 
under review. Confining himself to essentials, the | 
author has presented in extremely readable form, 
an outline both of the history and inner structure 
of the idea in question. 

Réle of Judaism 


_ The historical section of the book does not 
include an account of the particular réle which 
Judaism played in the development of the Natura! 
Law School of the seventeenth century. Yet a 
study of this subject is hardly complete without 
mentioning this as too. It is no mere coinci- 
dence that Hugo Grotius’s attempt “to construct a 
system of laws which would carry conviction in 
an age in whith -theological controversy was 
gradually losing the power to do so™ (p. 52), is 
not unmindful of Biblical Law. In “ Rights 
of War and Peace” (1625), Grotius quotes the 
Biblical concept of the Noachian Laws as an 
instance of Natural Law. The same is done in 
a more systematic and infinitely more learned 
manner by John Seiden in his “ Jure Naturali 
et Gentium, Juxta Disciplinam Ebracorum 
(1665), and in Johannes Frischmuth's “ Disserta- 
tiones De Septem Noachi Praeceptis (1701). It 
is indeed remarkable that the ort to establish 
self-evident standards of Law should have turned 
for support to the Jewish rather than to the 
Christian tradition. Professor D’Entréves makes 
the interesting point that Grotius’s theory of 
Natural Law was meant to be an answer to the 
challenge of voluntarist ethics as advocated in con- 
temporary Puritanism and Calvinism. It repudiated 
the notion of will and command as the essence of 
the Law. The lawful was good not because God 
commanded it, but God commanded it because it 
was good. This rational viewpoint had been con- 
maintained in medieval Jewish 
from Saadya down to Albo. No wonder that 
Grotius and his successors in the ficld felt 
attracted to the Jewish heritage, and drew from it 
inspiration for the task on which they embarked. 
Perhaps a later edition of Professor: D’Entréves's 
extremely valuable book will contain some refer- 
ence to this fact. 


PROBLEM OF THE AGUNAH 


Ezrat Nashim: Takkanot Agunot. By Rabbi 
M. Feverwercer, Obtainable from the author, 123, 
Manor Road, London, N.16. 2 vols. £3.

Throughout the generations our greatest rabbis 
have made use of principles and sought to find 
new devices, based on Talmudic Law, to case the 
position of the Aguna. The amount of wisdom 
skill, and endeavour applied to the tackling of this 
problem has been tremendous. No other branch of 
our Law has been so widely and sympathetically 
considered. The rabbis who concentrated on the 
subject brought new life to the rules of evidence. 
to the use of the methods of probability and logical 
inference, and to the papcmoloey of human nature. 
Very much has been achieved. Numerous Agunot 
were freed from their iron bonds without infrin- 
ging the sacred rules governing the matrimonial 
relationship and the accepted concepts of the per- 
sonal status sysiem in Jewry. 


Tragic Situation 


In these two volumes the author devoics himself 
to the special problem of those women whose hus- 
bands, victims of the war, did not return from 
concentration camps and deportation. The work 
is praised by Chief Rabbis Herzog and Uziel and 
Rabbis S. D. Kahana, Abramsky, and Rabinov. 
In his instructive introduction the author quotes 
the moving appeal, which he had previously made, 
for the rabbis of our generation to find a way, in 
accordance with the Laws of the Torah, to free 
these women from continuing as Agunot. He 
depicts the tragic situation and describes the ill 
effects which neglect of this question may have in 
lowering the spiritual outlook of our people. 

Since his appeal met with no immediate response, 
Rabbi Feuerwerger decided to tackle the problem 
himself and has published these two volumes on 
the subject. Making abundant use of the Rishonim 
and Achronim and the vast Responsa literature, 
he has produced a comprehensive work dealing 
with the numerous questions involved. 

_In the first volume the author does not limit 
himself to the Aguna question but also touches 
upon related subjects in a more general way. The 
second volume is confined to the specific problem 
of Aguna and to the material for its practical 
treatment. Bearing in mind that the two volumes 
vary somewhat in their characteristics, the occur-

The author of this comprehensive and 
very readable book was an expert in 
International Matrimonial Law in Berlin. 
Settling permanently in Israel, he has 
rapidly acquired a well-deserved reputa- 
tion aS an expert in marriage guidance, 
both in the field of constructive educa- 
tion in social hygiene prior to marriage 
and in the very complicated sphere of 
attempting to enlist the sompert of all 
available social services, whether directly 
under the State or under the voluntary 
organisations, in order to prevent the 
break-up of marriages a to avoid 
divorce. 

This is the first book in the Hebrew 
language dealing with contemporary mar- 
riage problems, and embodies the fruits 
of the author's experience rangin 
25 years. He draws very liberally on 
his own “case histories” and, in a 
refreshingly pular style, which invites 
the full confidence of his readers, sets 
forth very lucidly his premises, argu- 
ments, and logical conclusions. style 
is consistently colloquial, and the reader 
is made to feel that he or she is being 

rsonaliy addressed and that the prob- 

ms discussed are matters of. direct 
concern for all parents, adolescents, and 
married couples, young or old. 


Preparatory Education 

The chapter-headings, drawn from the 
Bible, Talmud, and Jewish folk-lore, 
and the addition of a collected series of 
very apposite “ aphorisms” from these 
sources, not only add to the general 
interest of the book, but having been 
judiciously chosen, very ably reinforce 
the author’s general thesis. In effect, 
the author is convinced that a mono- 
gamous marriage is the basis of our 
civilisation, and that “ preparation for 
marriage " must occupy first place in the 
comprehensive educational curriculum 
of the modern State. In addition, in the 
light of human frailties, and the perennial 
problems associated with Get, 
as they do, the inevitably changing social, 
economic, and ethical standards in each 
historic period, he advocates the settin 
up of specialised “family guidance 
units if need be, with direct high-level 
State support and subsidy, to be freely 
available to all citizens, of all age groups.

t is pertinent for a reviewer to empha- 
sise, that, when discussing the Constitu- 
tion of the State of Israel, and the argu- 
ments so heatedly canvassed regardin 
the meaning and implications of a Jewis 
Theocratic State, it should constantly be 
borne in mind that the “ Jewish Way 
of Life,” based upon Torah and the 
human guidance of our rabbis through- 
out the ages, is still a reality. It 
should be remembered, too, that, as 
in other spheres, most certainly in the 
realm of family life. the fundamental 
contribution of Judaism has not only 
not outlived its utility or practicability, 
but that, in principle and in practice, by 
following the teachings of our rabbis 
and other spiritual leaders, adapted to 
present-day conditions, the State of Israel 
can, and we have every confidence will, 
so organise and guide the lives of its 
citizens that the world will, as in the 
ast, continue to pay tribute to. the 
highest conception of family life as 
exemplified by the “ Jewish family.” 

The lessons embodied in this volume 
are. of universal application, and Dr.

THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


NE can read back, even if one 
cannot see forward. This is a 
reflection that comes to mind 

on retracing time by going through 
the first number of the “ Jewish Year 
Book ” and comparing it with the most 
recent issue, which is the fiftieth. 

On Rosh Hashana 5657, correspon- 
ding with September 6, 1896, there was 
ushered into print the first number of 
the “Jewish Year Book.” It was a 
cloth-bound volume of some 300 
pages, priced at two shillings, and 
was described on the title-page as “ An 
Annual Record of Matters Jewish.” 
The editor was Joseph Jacobs, an able 
and competent writer and one of the 
first researchers in Anglo-Jewish his- 
tory. In his preface Jacobs states that 
“ was L. J. Greenberg, later editor of 
THe Jewish CHRONICLE, who first sug- 
gested this work to him. And, in 
fact, the name of L. J. Greenberg 
appears, together with that of Simpkin 
Marshall and Co., as publisher. 

Of special interest at this distance 
of time are the Jewish statistics as then 
accepted. The total number of Jews 
in the. world is estimated (in 1896) at 
“probably 11,000,000." The then 
latest available figures—to 1891—for 
Jews in America, both North and 
South, is 772,000, while the estimated 
number in Great Britain is 101,189. 
Russia, of course, tops the list with 
4,500,000, which includes the Jewish 
population of Poland, then part of the 
Tsarist domain. 


Jews in the Commonwealth 


Special attention is, of course, 
devoted to the British Empire. One 
is surprised at the wide distribution of 
Jews revealed. The Australian and 
Canadian States and Provinces are 
entered separately. Australasia is 
shown as having already a Jewish 
population of 13,360, including 84 in 
Tasmania, and 1,463 in New Zealand. 
Figures are given also for the various 
Indian States, as well as for the Straits 
Settlements and other dependencies. 
Most striking are the beginnings of 
the great South African community. 
Specific mention is made only of the 
community numbering 1,500 in the 
Cape of Good ry though a foot- 
hote adds that “there are probably 
now some 20,000 in South Africa.” 
All in all, the Jews in the British 
Empire in 1891 are estimated at 
147,649——a number arrived at by com- 
paring the 1891 Census figures with 
those of the Jewish birth, marriage, 
and death returns, computed with the 
tables on the statistics of the general 
population. 

The communal institutions, metro- 
politan and provincial, while filling

several pages, are far less numerous 
than those of 1951. And while to-day 
Zionist societi¢és and associations 
predominate, there were in 1896 onl 
one or two references to the Chove 
Zion Association. 

Immigration from East Europe, as 
a pressing problem of the time, . is 
indicated by such entries as that. of 
the Birmingham Working Men's Insti- 
tute, the object of which was “to 
provide an English education for 
foreign coreligionists and mutual 
improvement.” The Sabbath Meals 
Society, of the same town, provided 
“ meals on Sabbaths and Festivals to 
poor Jews passing through the town.” 
In many other London and provincial 
communities there were committees 
serving the same purpose. 


Aiding Emigrants 


While there were societies for assis- 
ting immigrants, there were at the same 
time efforts to aid those leaving 
these shores. The Jews’ Emigration 
Society's object was “to assist 
emigrants going abroad in search of 
employment.” 

The names of the older, longer- 
settled representative Jewish families 
crop up again and again on the com- 
mittees of communal and charitable 
institutions and societies. Also in the 
list of Jews serving in the Forces the 
older Anglo-Jewish surnames appear. 
In these days of conscription and com- 
pulsory military service it would be an 
immense task to compile lists of 
names of serving Jews. But in 1896, 
with twenty Jews in the Royal Navy, 
160 in the Regular Army. and ten in 
the Marines, it was a simpler matter. 

There are lists of Jewish celebrities 
(converted Jews being indicated by an 
asterisk). There are lists of books of 
reference; of Acts of Parliament 
relating to Jews, of trials and leading 
cases of Jewish interest. There is 
also a “Glossary of Jewish. Terms ” 
——a vocabulary of expressions descrip- 
tive of Jewish life, perhaps more 
necessary to-day, when these are less 
familiar to the ears of the younger 
generation than they were in Joseph 
Jacobs's time. 

In a glance at the previous year 
the editor records that antisemitism 
then, as now, commanded _ the 
utmost vigilance. Rumania was still 
evading the obligations imposed on 
her by the Treaty of Berlin. In 
France less was being heard of anti- 
semitism “than ever before.” (The 
Dreyfus case had startled the world 
two years earlier.) The death of Baron 
de Hirsch is noted as “the most 
prominent event of the year in its

interest for all Jewry.” Anglo-Jewry 
had also suffered a loss—that of Sir 
Julian Goldsmid. The Maccabeans 
had elected a sub-committee to find 
“rising Jewish talent in the East 
End”; they had also set afoot the 
“ Jewish Boys’ Brigade "-—“ to do for 
their muscles what the other commit- 
tee hopes to do for their brains.” 


Literature has its place in the year's 
record. The completion of the Revised 
Bible, after 25 years’ work, receives 
mention. The sensational discovery 
in the Cairo Genizah of the Hebrew 
original of Ecclesiasticus, by Dr. 
Solomon Schechter, as well as his 
“ Studies in Judaism,” are commented 
on. The return of Israel Zangwill to 
subjects of Jewish interest is specially 
welcomed. 

One has the impression in going 
over this progenitor of the “ Jewis 
Year Book” that Joseph Jacobs, feel- 


ing the absence of a purely literary 


Jewish journal, tried to pack into this 
first publication such literary work as 


he thought should be brought to the . 


attention of his readers. Zangwill, 
whose “ Children of the Ghetto” had 
appeared four years previously, is 
represented by several poems under 
the title “ Moods of the Jewish Year.” 
Following these poems is Israel Abra- 
hams’s well-known essay, Jewish 
Table Manners.” which was later 
incorporated in his standard work, 
“Jewish Life in the Middle Ages.” 
Joseph Jacobs contributes a study of 


Jewish Messiahs.” 


Herzl’s “ Fantastic Scheme ” 


Perhaps of greatest significance 
to-day, in the light of the rebirth of 
Israel, are three references to Herzl. 
The first is in the list of notable events 
of the preceding year. It reads: 
“January 17, 1896—Dr. Theodor 
Herzl explains his scheme for a Jewish 
State.” This is followed on July 6 
with: “Maccabean dinner to Dr. 
Theodor Herzl.” 

And finally 
Jacobs's own reaction to Herzl's 
“ Jewish State; it is the concluding 
paragraph of his “A. Glance at 
5656": “ Lastly, some notice must be 
taken of a remarkable pamphiet on 
a Jewish State, written by Dr. Theodor 
Herz!, who has followed up his some- 
what fantastic scheme by an attempt 
to put it into practice. The skill of 
his presentation could not, however, 
disguise from thoughtful readers the 
particularly impracticable character of 
his ideas, and the mechanical nature 
of the solution it offered to the much 
vexed Jewish question.”

THE ANGLO-JEWISH HERITAGE

who is English ben Galizianer to 

make the point that there is an 
Anglo-Jewish heritage. Jews who 
regard England as “home” are the 
heirs not only of the Hebrew 
prophets but of the English poets. In 
our synagogues we chant Isaiah, but 
in our homes we speak the tongue 
that Shakespeare spake, and although 
our faith cannot be the faith which 
Milton held, his morals are our Hebrew 
morals: witness the “Doctrine and 
Discipline of Divorce.” The Psalms 
are ours and the sonnets are ours ; 
Judah Halevy and Shelley are ours, 
Bialik and Kipling. 
*“ Gamesmanship ” & “ Shoolmanship ” 

It is true, of course, that not all 
of us can say we are completely at 
our ease in both worlds, or even in 
either of them. The English world is 
largely a world of “ gamesmanship ” ; 
the Jewish world, in spite of the 
advance of secularisation, is still 
largely a world of “ shoolmanship.” 
And it must be confessed the shool- 
man-gamesman is not a type that is 
frequently encountered. 

Some of us, no doubt, who have on 
occasion carried our bat for a useful 
eight or nine are similarly adept at 
glila, but the Jew who can knock up 
a sparkling century and cantiilate the 
week's haftara with brio is a rare bird. 
Some of us, no doubt, are tolerably 
good at davening and darts, but how 
many who are well up on the Law 
relating to the Egg that is laid on the 
Second Day are equally well versed 
in the Law relating to Offside ? 

In more serious vein, the fact is 
that it is not easy to follow both the

sporting activities 


Jewish and English way of life. Any 
scheme for “synthesising” English 
and Jewish cultures must face the 
difficulty that the acquisition of a 
background in even one culture, when 
combined, as is now increasingly 
necessary, with a vocational training, 
is a full-time business. 

In English culture, particularly, 
sport does play a large part. For this 
reason alone, the Jewish school is 
unlikely to provide the desired syn- 
thesis, since the Jewish school would 
be unable, ex Aypothesi, to engage in 
with local non- 
Jewish schools on the one day in the 
week, Saturday, which is most accep- 
table to the non-Jewish schools who 
represent the majority of the country’s 
population.

A Jewish Mission 


Perhaps—the suggestion is made in 
all seriousness—now that the need for 
the good work done by the Ajex anti- 
fascist outdoor platform has largely 
passed, a “Jewish Mission to the 
Jews” could be set up in Hyde Park. 
If we had a Jewish minister of the 
calibre of Dr. Donald Soper, who 
Sunday after Sunday succeeds from 
the platform of his Methodist Mission 
in that most difficult of all tasks, the 
“ putting over” of religion to non- 
religious audiences, there seems little 
reason to doubt that we could at least

our community to an awareness of its 
Jewish heritage.

“A Continuing People ”

Manchester Council's Disapproval

MANCHESTER 

Resolutions which, without the 
approval of the Council of Manchester 
and Salford Jews, had been sent by the 
Union of Jewish Ex-Sefvice Men and 
Women to the Manchester City Council, 
protesting against the letting of a school 
for a fascist meeting, and to the Secretary 
of State, protesting against the Japanese 
Peace Treaty, were referred to by Mr. 
Isidore Sa fr, presenting the Defence 


| Report at the Council's recent monthly 


meeting. 

Mr. Sandler said that they had tried to 
get Ujex to withhold the resolution on 
Japan, but without avail. No one desired 
to imierfere with the autonomous righis 
of the Union, but the sending of resolu- 
tions on metters of international tension 
to outside bodies created a difficult and 
dangerous situation for the Jewish com- 
munity, ahd tt was far better for Ujex to 
consult and be guided by the Defence 
Commiice on sich matters. 

Major R. Noar, the Uiex representative. 
said that as a courtesy measure they 
would send all resolutions to the Council, 
but they reserved the right to decide their 
own resolutions. They were not only a 
Jewish organisation but an ex-Service one. 
Ihe matter of the Japanese Peace Treaty 
was outside defence work The other 
ex-Service organisations had agreed with 
the resolution: 


“Completely Ineffective ” 


Mr. Sandler said that they had asked if 
any other ex-Service organisation had 
come forward on that matter. but they 
had been told that Uiex wanted to give 
a lead.

TRAVEL NOTES 
By “Green Flag” 
NEW TRANSATLANTIC 
LINER 


At the invitation of the Directors of 
the Holland-America Line, | recently paid 
a visit to the new transatlantic liner 
Ryndam. The ship certainly looked much 
larger than her 15,000 tons when she 
berthed at Southampton. 

Although having accommodation for 40 
first-class passengers, the Ryndam has 
been built primarily for the tourist-class 
traveller. he cabits im this section 
comprise no fewer than 854 comfortable 
berths (63 per cent in double rooms). 
The tourist facilifiés are among the 
best I have ever encountered, with ample 
open-deck and covered promenade space. 

There is no kasher kitchen in the 
Ryndam, but there is an ample supply 

American-Jewish certified canned 
foods. However, these are not in sufficient 
variety to comprise more than a half- 
dozen separate meals. 

Most shipping lines have found that 
snce the war the demand for kasher 
food has fallen off very much. I have | 
no doubt that if sufficient numbers of 
Orthodox travellers requested ut. kasher 
kitchens would appear once again on 

many vessels.

FRIEND of mine, of a statis- 
tical turn of mind, once essayed 
to demonstrate the enormous 
success of the old——and vanished— 
Jewish Working Men's Club in pro- 
moting happy marriages. One by one 
he ticked off the shidduchs that blos- 
somed and flourished within the 
charmed circle of Great Alie Street. 
And then, having noted the hundredth 
“match” within his own personal 
recollection, he ventured to suggest 
that he had proved his point. 
Architectural pretensions the club 
had none. But what it lacked in 
external elegance was amply counter- 
balanced by social, musical, and 
intellectual attractions that, at the 
time, were without an equal in the 
length and breadth of the Metropolis. 
The club managers, it would 
appear, were men and women of 
unusual foresight and perceptiveness. 
their avowed object the widening of 
the horizon of young people, whose 
budgets did not permit of intellectual 
and musical excursions other than 
those of limited range. In brief, this 
resourceful management succe 
week after week, in inducing the 
“mountain” to come to Mahomet: 
in attracting famous men and women 
of the day to Great Alice Street, there 
to realise the innate good taste and 
good sense of the ~~ benighted 
Ghetto,” its tremendous zest for self- 
improvement. 


Famous Visitors 


Distinguished littérateurs, novelists, 
politicians, social pioneers, and many 
a darling of the “ gods” came hope- 
fully to Great Alie Street, and 
departed with regret. Sarah Grand, 
John Oliver Hobbes, Rosie Boote 
(later the Marchioness of Headfort), 
Edna May, Lily Elsie, Lewis Waller— 
close-packed and enthusiastic audi- 
ences greeted them all—a peep into a 
new and wonderful world that merely 
awaited their own exploratory efforts. 

What imaginative people they must 
have been, these men and women who 
wrestled with the problem of enter- 
taining the young people of the 
Ghetto: kindling their enthusiasm, 
blazing the trail to interests hitherto 
beyond their orbit! One recalls the 
chubby-visaged, Peter Pan-ish H. 
Bernhardt Cohen, more often than 
not entrusted with the introduction of 
the distinguished visitor, adapting 
himself with a sort of chameleon-like 
facility to the personality and interests 
of the guest. One remembers, too, 
that bright,-particular star of the legal! 
profession, M. Isaacs who, 
discarding, when at Alig “Street. the 
forensic cloak, became “one of us,” 


joining in the fun when fun was afoot, 
or bringing a superb mentality to bear 
upon the observations of the politi- 
cian, essayist, or theologian who had 
sacrificed his leisure for the club's 
enlightenment. 

But the musical interests of the club 
transcended all else. Long before 
amateur dramatic societies had 
realised the enchanting appeal of 
Gilbert and Sullivan, the musical and 
dramatic section was in full swing, 
we oe to bear upon the production 
of these ageless comic operas all the 
finesse of DOyly Carte. Pirates, 
handymen, heavy dragoons, jolly 
A.B.s, jurymen, and contadini—it was 
hard to realise that these accom- 
plished men and women had perfected 
themselves in after - business - hours 
rehearsals, fortified by mimeographed 
tonic-solfa sheets, encouraged and 
goaded to perfection by a_ school- 
master to whom every savoyard 
nuance was familiar. 


Patient Amateur Producer 


Painstaking, cynical, with a caustic 
wit and a patience at which to marvel, 
Henry Winston proved hifnself a pro- 
ducer of whom D’Oyly Carte himself 
might well have been proud. The 
Musical Society was unique of its 
kind, the only amateur organisation 
which dispensed entirely with “ pro- 
fessionals,” even performances 
staged for the general public. 

In a dozen directions the Jewish 
Working Men's Club proved itself to 
be a pioneer. Its “ rambles section ~ 
was the first of its kind. stimulating 
an interest in “ the open road.” open- 
ing up to the lads and lasses of the 
Ghetto a delightful vista of the sylvan 
loveliness that lay beyond their doors. 
One remembers, for example, an out- 
ing via the then sulphur-laden route 
to Ruislip, a September jaunt to which 
enhanced interest was lent by the offer 
of a club prize of half a guinea for 
the most tempting blackberry pie or 
tart submitted by the ramblers. This, 
of course. on the understanding that 
the pie had been prepared from fruit 
gathered during’ the outing. 

Expectations rose high, for few of 


_the Alie Street ladies but were con- 


vinced that their “light hand” with 
pastry would not gain them _ the 
award! But, alas for human hopes, 
it was discovered that the blackberries 
were obstinately ercen. 

The hikers of. vesterday are the 
grandmas and grandpas of to-day. 
But I'll wager that the memory of that 
abortive blackberrving is as green as 
the fruit they were destined never to 
gather.

A DYNAMIC YIDDISH 
WRITER 


By J. L. FINE, O.B.E., J.P. 


I first met Ab Cahan in 1922. He 
was touring Europe and stopped in 
London for a short time, where his 
presence was noted by a paragraph 
in the Jewrsn Times. As Secretary 
of the Jewish Tailors’ Union, | was 
most anxious for him to address the 
Jewish workers. 


The late S. Joseph, the well-known 
Bundist. .was then Chairman of the 
Union, and, since Ab Cahan was one of 
the pillars of the Bund, he accepted the 
mvitation. 

I recollect vividly how, after J h’s 
introductory speech, which was full of 
the clichés of Socialist phraseology, Ab 
Cahan stood up and, in a simple con- 
versational tone devoid of oratorical 
frills and mannerism, proved to his 
audience that Jewish workers, like all 
workers everywhere, are men and women 
as well as proletarians, and that wage 
earners share with their capitalist 
explomters a Warm. interest a great 
many things by virtue of their common 
humanity. 

These simple words, simply uttered, 
roused the large audience to a pitch of 
em husiasm. 


A Journalist's Duty 


Shortly afterwards I was appointed 
London Correspondent of the Forwakrp, 
and in that capacity I made the acquain- 
tance of Ab Cahan as Editor. To quote 
his own words, he abhorred “ padding ” 
or “highfalutin™ words and phrases. 
He insisted on simplicity of style. In 
one of his letters to me he wrote: “ The 
duty of a good journalist is to try, wah 
a fair mind. to ascertain the truth, and 
to tell a as he sees it, simply and bravely. 
He must also have a keen eye and a 
sensitive ear, and, above all, a genuine 
respect for his readers, neither looking 
down at them nor up at them, but 
straight in the face.” 

Ab Cahan’s dynamic nature was not 
content merely with cables and articles 
about the first Labour Government. He 
had to see the Government at work, and 

was charged wih arranging for him 
to be received by the Prime Miunisier, 
1 discovered in Ab Cahan a boundless 
energy, an inexhaustib'e youthfulness, an 
enormous vitality. 


Interview With Premier 


It was a hot summer day when I sat 
with him in the gallery of the House of 
Commons from a quaner to three in the 
afternoon until an hour before midnigh, 
when the House rose. I had arranged 
for the late Ramsay MacDonald to 
receive him for a few minutes in hts 
private room after the adjournment of 
the House. The few minutes became, in 
fact, all but two hours. Coffee and 
sandwiches were brought in, and after 
the first five minutes the two men talked 
like old acquaintances. The conversa- 
tion was not of the sort one might have 
expected from an American (although 
Jewish) newspaper editor and the first 
British Socialist Prime Minisier. They 
spoke as two humanisis, discussing the 
common people, exchanging views on 
humanity as a whole, whose gains and 
losses must be shared by all peoples of 
all races and nationalities. 

We reached the hote! in the small 
hours. The stenographer. whom I had 
hired from an agency. had been waiting 
about three hours. The poor girl was 
sleepy, bored, and tured, but.the 65-year- 
old Ab Cahan was as fresh as a rested 
young man, and ditated a cable of over 
6.000 words to the Forwarp. His 
impressions covered every detail of the 
session of the House until the | fina! 
" Who goes home?” and, above all, 
he gave an account of the great and 
deep feeling roused in him by his long 
conversation with the first British 
Labour Premier. 


Labour Party Contributors 


Afier the fall of the first Labour 
Gevernment, Ab Cahan succeeded in get- 
ling as contributors to the English sec- 
tion of the Forwarp, Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, Philip Snawden. Herbert Morri- 
son, Walter Curine, and others, and it 
was no uncommon occurrence to find 
copies of the Sunday edition of the 
Jewish Datty Forwarp in the Reading 
Room of the House of Commons. 


Some of his friends considered him 


autocratic, but this was only because he 
invested in this great Labour newspaper 
of the Yiddish-speaking world his whole 
life and energy, and because, in his later 
years, When some Jews, especially of the 


younger generation, began to lean 
towards Communism, he refused to 
appraise totalitarianism by “ what. is 


good for the Jews and what is bad for 
the Jews,” but insisted on Jews looking 
at themselves as part humanity. He 
held this view to the last,-.even after the 
establishment of the State of Israel, of 
which he became the staunchest 
champion. 

Ab Cahan was phenomenal. His 
dynamic force is irreplaceable,

Obituary | 
DR. LEO HERRMANN

The death occurred here on Monday 
of Dr. Leo Herrmann, General Secretary 
of the Head Office of the Keren Hayesod 
in Jerusalem since 1920. 

Dr. Herrmann, who was aged 63, was 
born in Czechoslovakia, and studied law 
at Prague University. He took an active 

rt im the work of the. first Zionist 

udents” Club in Prague—Bar Kochba— 
and was elected as its Presidem in 1908. 
In 1913 he went to Berlin and became 
the Secretary of the Executive of the 
World Zionist Organisation, then known 
as the Inner Actions Committee. From 
1914 to 1919 he was chief editor of the 
JueprscHe Runpscuau, the organ of the 
Zionist Federation in Germany, and 
from 1916 to 1918 a member of the mner 
editorial staff of the monthly publication, 
Der Jupe, the organ of the Juedische 
National Komitee, which was edited by 
Dr. Martin Buber. He settled in Israel 
in 1926, and during the Second World 
War served on the Middle East Council 
of Unrra. 

In addition to his work for the Pales- 


tine Foundation Fund, Herrmann 
took. a leading part in the language 
siruggie in alestine a wrote a 


amphiet entitled “ Fighting for the 
ebrew Language.’ Among his pubd- 
lished works was his study on “ Nathan 
Birnbaum, his Work and Transforma- 
tion,” which was considered not onl 
a searching analysis of Birnbaum's intel- 
lectua! tenets, but as a basic analysis of 
world Jewry and Zionism. 


MRS. LEAH L'ESTRANGE MALONE 


Mrs. Leah L’Estrange Malone, J.P., an 
Alderman of the L.C.C.. and, since 1949, 
Chairman of its Welfare Committee, 
died on Tuesday of last week at Nervi, 
Italy. She was buried in the Staglicno 
Cemetery, Genoa. 

Mrs. Malone, who was the younger 
daughter of Mr. Arthur Kay, had been 
a member of the L.C.C. since 193. 
During the’ Second World War + she 
served as a member of the Home Office 
(Morris) Committee on war-damaged 
houses. In that capacity she regularly 
visited the Jewish Rew Centre at Stoke 
Newington Synagogue. tater she became 
a victim of a bomb incident. Rabbi Dr. 
M. Lew ithe then Minister of the Stoke 
Newington Synagogue); on behalf of the 
community, paid tribute to her for her 
self-sacrificing work on behalf of the 
“ bombed out.” 

Among the posts Mrs. Malone held 
were Vice-Chairman of the L.C.C. Puoblic 
Assistance Committee and, from 1944 to 
1946, Vice<chairman of the Education 
Committee. She was an Hon. Secretary 
of the Labour Parliamentary Association, 
Vice-Chairman of the Old Vic, and a 
Governor of Sadler's Wells. In 1948 she 
was appointed by the Minister of Town 
and Coumry Planning a member of the 


Welwyn and Hatfield Development 
Corporations. 
Mr. Sipney Scorr, Superintendent 


during the Seconded War of the 
Stoke Newington Synagogue Rest Centre, 
in a tribute writes: “ There must be few 
whose passing leaves behind such wide- 
spread and deeply rooted feelings of 
affection and respect as the passing of 
Mrs. Malone. hk can be said of her that 
she helped to maintain the highest stan- 
dards of public life by sparing no pains 
in the interests of the poorest and 
weakest of London's citizens.”

“ Jewish liberties in England have stood 
unshaken for over 300 years, and by 
God's blessing will do so for ever.” This 
was the conclusion drawn by us author, 
Christopher Sykes, from Spes Israchs 
(Hope of Isracl), a study in dramatic form 
of Oliver Cromwell's permission to the 
Jews to re-enter England im 1655, which 
was broadcast in the B.B.C. Third Pro- 
gramme on Sunday and repeated on Wed- 
nesday.

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DISSENSION AT WIZO CONFERENCE 
Plan to Merge Executives Fails

JERUSALEM 

At its closing session here on Wednes- 
day the 12th World Conference of Wizo 
adopted a budget of 1£1,863,000 for the 
coming year—a figure which the organi- 
sation has never attained before, and to 
secure which & is making an appeal to 
its world-wide federations to increase 
their fund-raising targets by at least 25 
per cent over lasi year. 

In addition, the Histadrut Nashim 
Zioniot (Federation of Zionist Women), 
as the Israeli Federation of Wizo La ape 
itself, will have an independent and as 
yet unspecified budget. 

The conference provided a feminine 
and. therefore, more delicate variation 
on the theme of Israel-Galut antagonism 
so powerfully expressed at the recent 
Zionist Congress. It failed to achieve 
its objective of merging or at any rate 
co-ordinating the World Wizo Executive 
and the Israeli Federation's Executuuve— 
a logical move since the transfer of 
Wizos headquarters from Britain to 
Israel in 1949. The Israeli Federation 


rejected » proposal that it change its 
name to “ Wizo in Israel.” 

The sov e over the respective spheres 
of inte snd the overlapping activities 


of the -Wercld Wizo and the Israchi 
Federation wihhin the Jewish State was 
complicated by a clash of personalities 
between Mrs. Rebecca Steff, British 
President of the World Wizo, and Mrs. 
Hadassah Samuel, the Isracli-born Chair- 
man of the Executive. Mrs. Sieff emerged 
victorious, being re-elected President, 
while Mrs. Samuel and five other Israeli 
members of the World Wizo Executive 


refused to stand for re-election. The 
new executive is composed of 20 Isracli 
and 10 Galut members, and includes two 
British women, Mrs. Dora Goldstein and 
Mrs. Olga Alman. It has been instructed 
to establish a series of co-ordinating 
committees to harmonise relations 
between the World Wizo and the Israeli 
Federation. 


A painful scene occurred during the 
conference when Moetzet Ha 
(Women Workers’ Council), which has 
been affiliated to Wizo for 20 years 
seceded, and its delegation angrily walk 
out after being told in effect that they 
were no longer wanted because it had 
infringed the ban on independent fund- 
raising. After this parting, however, 
Moeizet Hapoaloit and Wizo reached an 
agreement for the joint administration 
and financing of three training farms in 
Isracl established by their common efforts. 

The conference adopted a series of 
important resolutions pledging intensified 
work in child welfare, in [ care of 
women immigrants, in the training of 
Diaspora girls and women for a produc- 
tive life in Isracl, and in all other spheres 
of “ Social Zionism” in which Wizo has 
so distinguished itself. 

The conference decided (to increase 
cultural activities, especially by the organi- 
sation in the Diaspora of exhibitions, con- 
certs, ete., by Israeli artists. A history of 
World Wizo is to be produced. 

It was also resolved to institute an 
annual “ Mothers’ Day ™ in Israel, and 
an urgent request was unanimously 
addressed to the Israeli Government to 
ease the lot of the harassed Israch house- 
wife. 


HULA TALKS IN TEL AVIV

ISRAELI LETTER TO U.N.

Mr. Aubrey Bban on Tuesday notified 
the United Nations Security Council thax 
the Israeli Government reserved the 
right, at the appropriate time, to ask the 
Council to consider the evidence supplied 
recently by Mr. Sharett, which is said 
to prove that Syrian forces launched 
attacks in the Hula area last May while 
the dispute was under discussion in the 
Security Council. 

In a letter to the Council, Mr. Bban 
said that the Syrian Government, by pub- 
lishing in its Official Gazette a list of 
awards made to Syrian officers and men 
of the regular forces who took part in 
the Hula fighting, had admitted that its 
armed forces were engaged in operations 
both in the demilftarised zone and in 
Israeli territory beyond that zone. 

It will be recalled that during the 
Security Council's debate on the border 
dispute the Syrian delegate repeatedly 
denied that Syrian forces had broken the 
Armistice Agreement. The Council, 


accepting on-the-spot reports from U.N. 


observers, ignored the contention that 
Syrian forces, and not Arab civilians, 
were responsible for the clashes.

in Germany, and the rebirth of German 
militarism and antisemitism. 

The resolution, which will be sent to

Jewish Candidate Defeated

ATHENS 

There will be no Jews in the new 
Greek Parliament. 

There was only one Jew—Mr. Abraham 
Benaroja, a veteran Socialist leader— 
among the 2,000 candidates, and he was 
defeated. 

In the final stages of the clection cam- 
paign, representatives of several partics 
appealed to the 1,500 Jewish voters to 
support their parties. Mr. Benaroja, who 
is a member of the Athens staff of Opaic. 
the organisation set up to administer heir- 
less Jewish property, emphasised thai his 
party had a programme similar to tha 
of Mapai in Israel. 

Mr. S. Marchesinis, one of the closest 
collaborators of Marshal Papagos, whosc 
new party, Greek Rally, emerged from 
the elections as the strongest political 
group, with 35 pet cent of the votes, is 
said to have informed the Chairman of 
the Salonika Jewish community thai he 
disapproved of the anti-restitution cam- 
paign conducted by PHoni, the Salonika 
organ of the Rally. 

r. Andrea Yossif, a leading member 
of General Plastiras’s Progressive Parity— 
the second strongest party—sent circulars
